with, probably not later than May IU. 
Later the jKJStinaster general gave out 
a statement saying he would recoin 
mend thai the telegraph and telephone 
service be returned to private owners, 
contingent, however, on financial pro­ 
tection to be obtained from congress. 
It was explained by Mr. Burleson 
t?iat no legislation was necessary in 
the case of the cable company prop­ 
erties.
